As this was published in 
the Hearst Chi “Examiner,” it is 
very likely that it has been published 
in every other Hearst paper through- 
out the United States. The article 
reads as follows: 


“WHY SAM HUGHES WAS FORCED 
out” 


“General Sam Hughes, Canadian Min- 
ister of Milltla and Defence has 
-- been driven from office By Bri- 
tish Government Influence. 
“General Hughes has done more than 
ten other officials to keep Canada’s 
aid to England effective.\ His unpar- 
donable offence is that he\ is a Cana- 
dian to the backbone, and has atur- 
dily stood up for Canada’s right to 
have some say about the disposition 
and treatment .of Canada’s troops. | 


“In t year of the war Can-, 
ada‘had practically no control of 
her forces. The British system was 
followed. Last year for nine straight 
months, our soldiers had no rest'from 
the trenches. This year it had plan- 
ned extra divisions, so that one-quar- 
ter of our troops would be resting at a 
time.” 


The real inside truth Is that the 
Canadians as well as the Australians 
and New Zealanders, feel that their 
soldiers have been slaughtered in 
desperate fighting, while purely Eng- 
lish troops have been kept at less 
dangerous work. This explains why 
recruiting in Canada has fallen to 
such a low point and why Australia 
voted down conscription by a great 
majority. 


It was because General Sam Hughes 
shared his fellow Canadians’ resent- 
ment of that sort of thing that he was 
driven from the office in which he had 
done so much great work. 

No matter how the war results the 
{rritation and anger, now repressed, 
will break out after the war in Can- 
ada and Australia and New Zealand 
in most determined demands for in- 
dependence. 

The next five or six years will al- 
most certainly see the President of 
the United States receiving id Wash- 
ington the Ambassadors of the Inde- 
pendent Republics of Canada, Austral- 
ia, New Zealand and the United States 
of South Africa.” 

There are some things in the ar- 
Ucle above which are so outrageously 
far from* the real facts that it really 
disgusts the Canadian reader and one

Evidence that What We Call the Uni- 
verse Is Only a Part of a Far Grander 
and Perhaps Int.nite System of Suns 
and Worlds and Planets. 2 


Men of science hare found reasons 
for believing that there may be. far 
Cf in Infinite space, other material 
systems besides the one visible to us. 
We seem ‘to be able with modern tele- 
scopes to reach the boundaries’ or 
farthest limits of the stellar system 
to which our sun belongs. 

It Is found that with Increase of dis- 
tance the relative number of stars de- 
creases until, In most directions at 
Jeast, a point is reached beyond which 
vietually no tore stars can be seen. 
Then, too, It has been found that the 
stellar system has a falrly definite 
shape—a fact which in itsel€ lmplies 
boundaries. The shape fs that of a 
Vast spiral, with curring arms sur 
rounding a central agglomeration.

‘The photographs that bare 
been made of them In the past few 

Sears are’ simply amazing. The forms 

of many are surprisingly like that 

which has been described above as 
characterizing the stellar system. The;

Feloping, spirals. ‘Whey Lave kuvts of 

Ught which recall the globular clusters 

of stars found In the vixible uulrerse, 

but they are so distant that no sepa- 
rate stars can be detected in them. 

They look like masses of more or less 
condensed glowing gas, but the spec- 
troscope shows that the light coming 
from thym fs not that which ts charac. 
teristic’ of guseous nebulae, but that 
which belongs to true stars, The Infu- 
ence is that these wonderful objects 
may actually be other universes lying 
out In the ocean of space beyond our 
shores, fs 

This inference 1s strengthened »/ 
what we know of the distance of some 
of these objects. The utmost diameter 
of the great splral of the Milky way 
probably does not exceed from 4,000 to 
G,000 “parsces,” or from 800 to 1,200 
million times the earth's distance from 
the sun. A parsec, which corresponds to 
& parallax of one second of arc, equals 
about 19,000,000,000,000 (nineteen tril- 
Mon) miles, But some of the spiral 
nebulae appear to be at least 10,000 
parsecs distant. 

If that Is so there exists between 
them and the outer frontiers of the vis. 
ible universe a gap far brouder than 
the entire diameter of that universe. It 
can hardly be supposed, then, that they 
are outlying parts of or attendants 
Upon our universe, but ft Is much more 
Teasonable to conclude that they are 
other universes constructed on a simi. 
lar plan, but so fur away that ag view. 
ed with our utmost visual powers, our 
mightiest telescopes, they are but 
Sleainlng specks! Perhaps the nearest 
of these strange objects fs the Androm. 
eda nebula, which, in a smajl tele- 
scope, looks like a falut splndje shaped 
wisp.—Garrett P. Serviss in New York

Guarding British Investors. 

The object of the recent proclama- 
tion making it compulsory for per- 
sons in the United Kingdom, who 
Possess assets in countries with 
which Great Britain is now at war, 
to report such assets, has been ex- 
plained by an official of the public 
trustee office: , 

Previously the returns regarding 
Property in enemy countries have 
deen quite voluntary, but as it is ne- 
cessary that the government should 
bave particulars before them of the 
comparative financial positions of 
England and each of the enemy coun- 


Compulsory to render full particulars. 
At the: moment, ‘published’ returng 
show there is’a balance of approxi- 
mately £25,000,000 In favor of the 
United Kingdom. In other words, 
enemy persons and firms hold in 
Great Britain in shares, “bank  bal-

The 
expense in connection with the sale, 
insurance, packing,‘ and loading was 
slightly over one-half ‘cent, per 
pound. This included 100 wool sacks 

ich were bought outright, and 
which may be had by members next 
year for bringing in their wool. 

In Quebec 1,617 farmers’ are or- 
ganizcd In wool growers’ and sheep} 
breeders’ associations, and through 
their organization 169,840 pounds 
of wool were sold this season. The 
average weight of fleeces sold was 
7.59 pounds; the average cash re- 
turns per fleece, $3.13; the averarce 
price per pound for woo) sold, 41.8 
prices for ungraded 
wool throughout the Province rang- 
ed between thirty-one and thirty-five 
centa a pound, so that grading and 
co-operative sale netted members a 
gain of seven to twelve cents a pound, 
or twenty to forty per cent. advance, 

The membership fees {n the Que- 
bec associations are based on the 
amount of business each member 
does, and four cents a fleece covers 
sall expenses of carrying on the busi- 
ness. *

of the Departments of Agriculture 
have assisted the work of co-opera-

The Alberta Sheep Breeders’ Asso- 
elation has 335 members, and the 
association this season disposed of 
42,489 fleeces, representing 280,515 
Ibs. of wool, for $83,867. The price 
ranged from 12c for “tags” and 15¢ 
for “dead wool,” to 33%c for first 
fine medium combing. The general 

javerage was just under 30c per Ib. 

In’Prince Edward Island and Que- 
bec, at all events, the co-operative 
work is not confined to the selling of 
wool, ~ It extends to the breeding 
and selling of sheep and lambs as 
well. Last year the Quebec organ- 
izations held four local sheep sales, 
at which 98 head of breeding stock 
were sold, 

In Saskatchewan Provincial assist- 
ance in co-operative marketing is not 
confined to the selling of wool. It 
extends to poultry as well. This de- 
Parture was inaugurated last season 
and ‘is being “continued this year, 
Stations are maintained by the de- 
partment;at which live birds are re- 
celved’ from growers and official ex- 
perts supervise the killing, packing, 
and grading. When the birds are

_ ‘The pastor, Rev. Dr. Scott, gave a 
patriotic address, discussing the dif- 
ferent phases of the war. In opening 
‘His address he said the question was 
asked when war started, ‘Is this not 
a proof of the insufficiency of Christ- 
isnity?’ After two ycars in one of the 
most terrible wars the workd has ever 
scen, it is now admitted that the war 
has proved the virility of Christianity, 
and developed dormant qualities in in- 
dividuals and in nations’ «hich bear 
testitmony vf the highest and best. 
Our Christianity was. on test and 
stood the test in this conflict. The 
speaker fulluwed this line of thought,

When Prince George of Greece, bro- 
ther of King Constantine, was made 
High Commissioner of Crete by the 
Powers, in 1498, he called Mr. Veni- 
zelos to office in the Department of 
Justice. The Prince was tater obliz- 
ed to retire on account of his intri- 


of Greece to appoint 
Commissioner. .The man chosen was 
Mr. Alexander Zaimis, afterwards 
Premier. Mr. Venizclos declined of- 
fice under him, but retained his po- 
sition as leader of an overwhciming 
majority in the Cretan Legislature, 
and pursued unrelentingly his object 
of the union of Crete to Greece. , 
When this was finally accomplish- 
ed by the Powers abandoning - their 
half-hearted support of Turkish rule 
elections to the assembly were held 
in the island. Mr. Venizelos was 
chosen by many constituencies and 
went to Athens. He reorganized the 
Government, giving loyal support to 
the old King monarch, as he did later 
to. his son, King Constantine, for 
which he was rewarded by expulsion 
from office and a canipaign of cal- 
Jumny In the interests of a court 
Party exploiting their country to the 
benedit of Prussian designs. 
Al any time Mr. Venizelos could 
have assumed supreme authority bh 
}self, but he -vas too loyal, too con- 
scientious to attempt a coup d'etat.

On one sec- 
tion of the road, known as Jamieson’s 
road, leading from Belleville, a good 
course of broken slne_was put down, 
and a roadbed well made. This was 
done 3 yeara ago, and in normal con- 
ditions would be good for 15 years, but 
this road is now in badly need of re- 
pairs, owing ‘greatly to the auto traf- 
fie, 

Mr. Fox stated the season had been 
3n arduous one in many respécts, ow- 
ing to the fact that in the early part 
of the season the roads were badly cut 
up by continuous rains, and during 
the summer motths it was difficult 
to.cbtain Jabor and the auto traffic 
has to be taken into consideration.

The most original telegraph line in 
the world once extended from La Piaz, 
the capital of Boliria, to the nelghbor- 
log town of Oruro, a distance of about 
136 miles.

Mr. Lindsey was informed that be 
would hare to go to the firm of Henry 
Merton and Co., in London, through 
whom all-nicklo orders for European 
counties were passed. It does not ap- 
pear that Mr. Lindsey ever went te 
the Merton Company, but s year and 
a half later his negotiations with the 
International Nicklc Company appear 
as a basis of a charge by Mr. Dewart 
that the Merton firm is suspected of 
trading with tho enemy and that 
therefore Canadians are to belicre 
that Germany is using Canadian nickle 
to kill Canadian soldiers. - 

Both the British and Canadian Gov- 
ernaments bare answered this charge. 
Tho Merton firm was censured in the 
British courts for attempting to se- 
cute from the British Admiralty com- 
pensation for the seizure of nickle 
shipped to Belginm, apparently for 
German use. The important point is, 
as now shown, that this nicklo was 
shipped before the war. The Merton 
firm bas since been re-organized, it is 
now all British.

er. A long interview with Mr. Edison 
which appears in the New York Sun 
dissipates that idea, Mr. Edison is de 
finitely pro-Ally and antiGerman. Of 
France he-says: “To me the war har 
proved that France is the banner na- 
tion of the world. To.my mind the 
‘French are proving themselves to be 
, the real people of the world, the most 
perhaps, that the 
world ever has known, for they are 
combining wonderful efficiency with 
an absolute deyotion which rises to 
heights of almost, fanatical seli- sucri- 


fice.” - 


Not Blind to British Faults. 

Edison is not so unreserved In his 
praise of the British people. He is not 
blind to their faults any more than the 
British people are blind to the. faults 
.of Americans, and “this means pretty 
Rood eyesight.” If it had not been for 
this war Mr. Edison thinks the British 
f People would soon have been lost be- 
] 7on2 redemption. Germany has saved 
them.

“I analyze the British character as 
cold, unsentimental, brutally practical, 
Incredibly averse to changes, even for 
the better; greedy to do every big job 
itself in its own way, and impatient 
of-suggestions from others, even 
though they be equally. concerned; 
too much given to sport; short on 
nerves, principally because of climate; 
too much food and too much drink— 
tolerance of unlimited exploitation of 
the poor by the rich, willing to endure

Drink, he believes, was at the 
bottom of most of Britain’s failures bé-

Teaders who recall the former ar- 
ticle will remember that emphasis was 
Inid upon the fact that Count Berch- 
told is the Emperor's former tutor and 
now his intimate friend and adviser. 
Berchtold was tho Austrian Minister. 
of Foreign Affaira at tho time of tha 
Sarajevo assassination. Thero is no 
evidence that he was less desirous than 
any. other Austrian statesman to pan- 
ish and humiliate and perhaps devour 
Serbia. Thero is evidence, however, 
to show that at the last moment when 
a European war scemed certain he was 
ready to‘accept tho principle of Euro- 
pean .arbitration, and that Austria's 
belated acceptance of this principle 
was not permitted to reach London, 
Paris and Petrograd until it was {oc 
(late. Austrid might he likened to tba 
burglar who had entered a houn, 
awakened the owner and at tho Inst 
moment chodse flight to murder. But 
Austria was in tho grip of Germany, 
and had to go through with the game. 
Berchtold may havo felt that he had 
been betrayed by Germany, His re- 
lations with /the German authorities 
after tho beginning of the war were 
not cordial. and German influence at 
Vienna is held responsible for tho fact 
that he resigned.

Fire Destroys saul scan 
and Occupant—Cause Not Known 
Inquest to b to be Held 


At Glen “Miller, Sidnoy Township, 
last evening, a distressing occurrente 
tcok place resulting in the destruction 
of a house by fire and the burning to 
death of a.'man named Ellis who océ 
eupied the premises. The particulars 
of the affair are that Ellis during tho 
afternoon, visited his father who re- 
sides near Frankford and some other 
friends arriving at Glen Miller in the 
early part of the evening.

CAMPBELLFORD, Dec. 26—An 
evidence of the unconquerable spirit 
of the Canadians at the front is given 
in a description of trench life written 
by Pte. Bruce Elmhirst to friends 
here. He says: eh 

‘Morning came and we started out. 
of the trenches, the sick-going with’ 
us, excepting the stretcher cases, who 
had to wait for the -stretcher-bear- 
ers to come back for them. And right 
here let nie add my humble tribute of: 
praise to the work of the Red Cross 
men and stretcherbearers, Theirs is 
one of the most dificult, dangerous 
and laborious jobs at the front, and 
never yet have I heard of one failing 
in his duty. We found the trenches. 
were decidedly damp and sticky, For 
two miles of twisting ditch we waded ~ 
and splashed and struggled through 
mud and water, then 2 couple of miles 
of shell-torn fields, and then the first 
Tan I saw was the chap I went to 
London with, fixing up a nice dug-out 
of sandbags and corrugated iron: I 
dropped my equipment right there, 
and:slept’and ate for two days and on 
the afternoon of the third day we went 
im again for twenty-four hours to re- 
lieve the battalion that relieved us,

LONDON, Dec. 97.—A_ deepaich to 
The Morning Post from Budapest 
RSya: 

“Since the peace offer was made 
King Charles haa been In constant 
consultation with hie advisers... He 
saw Count Tisza twice. Ccunt Berch- 
tok! is almost alwayz in attendance 
and it is well known that he has great 
influence with the Emperor whe con- 
siders him the most able diplomatiet 
of the Monarchy. 

“Among the many and moat difficult 
problems confronting the Emperor are 
grave internal conditions, the burning 
question of man power, and the ever- 
lasting political crisis in Austria. 

In-all these super-tasks the =| 
tion of peace seems to occupy first 
place in the best minds of the Mon- 
archy at wresent. Everybody feels that 
unless the peace movement Is success- 
fal, the coming military efforts, as 
well as the sacrifice: demanded of the 
people, will far overtax their strength 
and resources and will place the bur- 
den on the nation, especially as re- 
gards Hungary, which it is unable to 
bear, and that a collapse will be in- 
evitable. 

The newspapers are not allowed, al- 
though they have tried, to say how 
and why the people long.so anxiously 
for peace. To-day almost every one of 
the morning papers appeared with the 
first pages blank, the leading articles 
having been censored out entirely. But 
they “were permitted to describe the 


people feel and what they expect. 

“It was a common thing a few days 
ago when the newspapers ‘announced 
that a peace offer was made to see peo- 
ple kiss each other in the cafes, while 
elderly shopkeepere and merchants 
broke inte teare, sang songé on streets, 
and offered prayers of thanks. They 
behaved like children of pure happi- 

neas in the hope that .their tortures 
were about coming to an en.” .
